Service should 
be fired says MP 
in takeover call

A BEDFORDSHIRE MP has written 
to high ranking government 
officials calling for the East of 
England Ambulance Service Trust 
(EEAST) to be scrapped and taken 
over by the region’s fire services. 

Following a damning report of the 
ambulance service by the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC), Richard 
Fuller, MP for Bedford and Kempston, 
has called for a meeting with Earl 
Howe, responsible for the nation’s 
ambulance services, and Brandon 
Lewis MP, for the fire services, to 
discuss the possibility of a takeover. 

His Parliamentary colleague, 
Andrew Selous, MP for South West 
Bedfordshire, does not go quite so far 
but recognises the serious problems 
faced by the ambulance service. 

In the letter, Mr Fuller says: ‘You will 
be aware of the low levels of morale 
among the employees in the service 
and their lack of confidence in the 
leadership of the organisation. 

‘These are problems that I believe 
the fire services in East Anglia might 
be able to play a crucial role in 
remedying.’ 

He said: “Rather than just looking at 


internal solutions why not look at a 
service which the people of 
Bedfordshire have a high regard for to 
see if they can help and provide a 
stronger leadership?” 

Mr Fuller added: “Bedfordshire Fire 
and Rescue Service has a very strong 
work ethic and team work, a spirit 
that is needed in the ambulance 
service. 

“I believe that by combining these 
groups we could deliver a better qual¬ 
ity service at a lower cost.” 

An EEAST spokesman said: “The 
role of the ambulance service is very 
different to that of the fire service and 
each service has very different 
challenges to address. 

“We welcome the opportunity to 
work closer with colleagues while 
maintaining a professional service 
dedicated to patient care.” 

Andrew Selous said: “I can’t endorse 
Richard Fullers’ proposal as I wouldn’t 
watch to overstretch the fire service. 

“Having said that, I do have con¬ 
cerns about the ambulance service. 

“In fact, I only wrote to the chief 
executive Andrew Morgan last week 
after learning that one of my constitu¬ 
ents in Leighton Buzzard had to wait 
40 minutes for an ambulance, and 
was told that no paramedics were 


available. In addition, I have recently 
attended a meeting with other MPs in 
Parliament, and we weren’t all saying 
how wonderful the service was.” 

Chief Fire Officer for Bedfordshire 
Fire and Rescue Service, Paul Fuller, 
said he was ‘keen’ to explore how the 
organisations could work together. 

He added: “We continue to have a 
working relationship with the 
ambulance service and we have 
nothing but admiration for the crews. 

“They share the same values as our 
firefighters, in terms of their 
commitment and team work. ” 

The CQC has given the Trust just a 
week to respond on how it will 
improve patient care and welfare or 
the regulatory body will intervene 
and take action against them. 

It could include fining the service, 
formal cautions or in an extreme case, 
cancelling its registration or bringing 
a prosecution.

He added: “It’s not a complete 
bolt out of the blue but I didn’t 
expect I’d have to do this so 
quickly.”

Drug addict admits to 
‘despicable’ cash theft

A HEROIN addict stole cash from 
an 81-year-old patient at the 
Luton and Dunstable hospital in 
what her own lawyer described as 
a ‘despicable offence’. 

On Tuesday, October 16, 2012, 
Gemma lanes, 29, of Guildford 
Street, Luton, went on to Ward 1 
and befriended Christine Smith, 
by telling her she was visiting her 
own mother who was in the 
hospital with cancer. 

When the food trolley arrived 
Miss Smith wanted to buy some 
crisps, but found that her handbag 
was missing and accused lanes of 
taking it. 

When she called over the nurses 
a £20 note was discovered on the 
bed, while lanes had hidden a £5 
note in her trousers. 

The shocking theft was part of a 


spate of crime committed by 
lanes, who had been bailed 
repeatedly by magistrates. 

At Luton Crown Court on 
Thursday, lanes appeared for sen¬ 
tence via a video link from 
Peterborough Jail, where she 
admitted 9 thefts, one assault and 
two offences of burglary. 

The court also heard that she 
had 114 previous convictions. 

Other crimes committed by 
lanes included shoplifting meat 
from the Co-op in Bishopscote 
Road, theft of duvets from Dreams 
in Dunstable in which she assault¬ 
ed a member of staff, the theft of a 
handbag from a customer in the 
White House in Luton, and steal¬ 
ing from a tattoo parlour in 
Guildford Street. 

Sean Smith, defending fanes, 
said the theft from Miss Smith in 
the hospital was a “despicable 
offence.” 


He said she had pleaded guilty at 
the earliest opportunity so that 
the victims did not have to give 
evidence. 

Mr Smith added that lanes had 
been in the grip of drug addiction 
but since she was remanded in 
custody on Saturday, December 
22, had completed a detox course 
and was now clean. 

Judge Harris told Janes she was 
taking a “wholly exceptional 
course” by passing a community 
order, which would give her the 
opportunity to rid herself of drugs. 

In addition, she will be put under 
supervision for two years, must 
spend nine months on a drug 
rehabilitation course in 
Lincolnshire , and abide by a 
curfew for the next 12 weeks. 

If she breaches the order the 
judge warned her she faces three 
years in jail adding: “Now it is over 
to you.”

It is expected that the capacity of 
Lealands High School will 
increase from 910 to 1050 places 
over the coming five years, while 
the capacity of Warden Hill lunior 
School will increase from 360 to 
480, over the next four years. 

A decision on the plans will be 
made at the council’s executive 
meeting tomorrow.

A spokesman for Central 
Bedfordshire Council said: “We have 
now written to Mr Mailing to inform 
him that the light is due to be fixed 
some time within the second week of 
April. 

“In addition, we can confirm that the 
light being on day and night is not of 
any additional cost to either the 
authority or the taxpayer.”

Workers strike over pension plans 



REVENUE and customs staff from the 
HMRC enquiry centre in Luton took part in 
national industrial action this week. 

Union members had voted in favour of 
staging a walk out after raising concerns 
about changes to working conditions, 
pensions and pay. 

On Wednesday, many staff from King 
House in George Street West, pictured, 
took to the streets. 

Lawrence Patterson, Public and 
Commercial Services union representative 
for HMRC said: “This action was provoked 
by a two-year freeze on pay, ongoing 
reductions in take home pay due to 
increased pension contributions, greatly 
reduced pensions, an attack on terms and 
conditions and the withdrawal of services. 

“Just this last week HMRC announced 
the closure of 281 enquiry centres by 
March 2014 across the country, which 
includes the large centre in Luton. 

“It is expected that this will be replaced 
by a telephone service, which we don’t 
think is a good enough substitute for 
members of the public. 

“People can’t be expected to go and 


work until they are 68-years-old, and they 
can’t continue to live on a reducing wage 
packet as the cost of living goes up. 

“Times are hard, and a lot of people are 
struggling to make ends meet. 

“This action was well received, with 


between 50 and 60 of staff refusing to 
cross the picket line.” 

Further strike action is due to take 
place, with a half day walk out planned for 
April 5, to coincide with the end of the self 
assessment tax year. 


Police reveal weapons 
discovered in call-outs

AN AXE, a baseball bat and a car jack 
are some of the weapons Bedfordshire 
Police officers have discovered at calls 
to bars, pubs and clubs in the town. 

The data, revealed by a Freedom of 
Information Request, showed that 
officers had been called out a total of 673 
times between 2009-2012. 

It also contained a list of the venues 
which officers attended. 

Only 358 of the calls led to an arrest 
being made, with 207 involving slight 
injuries to members of the public and 20 
with serious injuries. 

Other weapons included in the list 
were CS gas, a hammer, a wooden bar, 
scissors, furniture, bricks, a screwdriver 


and mobile phones. 

Parts of people’s bodies were listed as 
weapons including teeth, finger nails, 
feet, a head, fists and an elbow. 

Human waste, saliva, blood and urine 
were also listed as weapons. 

Bedfordshire Police force was unable 
to provide further detail on the total 
number of weapons officers have found 
or the types of injuries suffered as they 
said it would cost too much for them to 
process the Fol request. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“Bedfordshire Police continues to work 
with its partners in the town to ensure 
that Luton remains safe. 

“Luton remains a great place to social¬ 
ise and have a good time and our priori¬ 
ty is to ensure everyone who visits Luton 
remains safe and our message is simple 


- come to Luton and have a great time 
but if you break the law you will be dealt 
with swiftly. 

“As part of the Luton Safe Partnership 
we continue to patrol the town centre 
during the weekends and the SOS bus is 
an important part of these operations. 

“It provides a safe haven for people 
who need help or who have been sepa¬ 
rated from their friends, and is staffed 
by volunteers who are fully trained in 
first aid and conflict resolution. 

“The Luton Safe Partnership also con¬ 
tinues to support the ‘banned from one, 
banned from all’ initiative which means 
if someone is caught breaking the law or 
causing problems in one venue they will 
not be able to visit any other venue 
within the partnership for a full 12 
months.”

She added: “Bedfordshire 
Police is committed to reducing 
offences of burglary.

“We will continue to fight crime 
and protect the public and 
encourage all residents to con¬ 
tinue to ensure they protect their 
property as well by employing 
effective home security.”

BARTON-LE-CLAY moved a step 
closer to hosting a traveller site 
after Central Bedfordshire 
Council’s Executive Committee 
recommended submitting plans 
to the Secretary of State. 

The draft plan, which includes 
placing 10 new pitches on land 
west of the village, will now be 
put before the full council on 
Thursday, April 18. 

However there is still fierce 
opposition to the proposals by 
residents, who say they will 
continue to fight against them. 

Councillor Ian Shingler, who 
represents Barton-le-Clay, said: 
“People are against these propos¬ 
als because the site would be on 


greenbelt land. 

“This is contrary to government 
policy. We will make our views 
heard at the full council meeting. 

Cllr Nigel Young said: “These 
site recommendations were 
based on three waves of 


assessment, visits made to each 
site and feedback and comments 
that we have received. 

“Now they will go before coun¬ 
cil and then will be open for 
public consultation in May or 
June.” 


Parents to protest against school bus cuts 


A NEWLY-FORMED 
committee is hoping to 
force Luton Borough 
Council to abandon 
plans to cut funding for 
buses to faith schools. 

The group, formed of 
parents of children who 
attend, or are due to 
start at Cardinal 


Newman High School, is 
staging demonstrations 
to show the impact the 
proposals would have if 
they go ahead. 

Tomorrow, the group 
will embark on a mass 
drive to the high school 
at both 8am and 3.30pm 
in an attempt to demon¬ 


strate how much extra 
traffic will be on the 
roads if there is no free 
public transport. 

Spokeswoman for the 
Cardinal Newman 
Preserve our School 
Transport Committee, 
Antoinette Kotula, said: 
“More than 300 people 


attended a meeting we 
held last week where 
issues concerning con¬ 
gestion, cost and child 
safety were raised.” 

Committee members 
are hoping to speak at 
the next full council 
meeting on Tuesday, 
April 16.

Man admits assault on 
pensioner in her home

A MAN has pleaded guilty to 
indecently assaulting an 
82-year-old woman in her own 
home. 

Darren Emmerson, 40, of 
Parkside Drive, Houghton Regis 
had been charged with sexual 
assault against the elderly victim 
and also a section 4 offence 
under the Public Order Act 
against an 18-year-old girl in an 
alleyway. 

Both incidents happened on 
Monday, March 18. 


Emmerson first appeared at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday. It was heard that he 
was walking through Houghton 
Regis at around midnight when 
he spotted the teenage girl. 

He shouted a range of sexually 
explicit obscenities at her in a bid 
to get her to talk to him, but she 
ran home and rang the police. 

Emmerson spotted a light on in 
a nearby house at around lam. 
He knocked on the door and 
when the 82-year-old victim 
answered, he forced his way in 
and sexually assaulted her. 

The attack lasted around 35 


minutes after which Emmerson 
casually left the property. 

Mr Majid Mahmood, defend¬ 
ing, said: “This was a drink- 
fuelled incident, and the alcohol 
gave him dutch courage. 

“He has made full admissions 
when interviewed and has 
entered an early guilty plea.” 

Magistrates decided their pow¬ 
ers were not sufficient to deal 
with the case and committed it 
to Luton Crown Court. 

Emmerson was remanded in 
custody and is due to appear 
before Luton Crown Court on 
Friday, April 12.

It’s time for the courts to get tough 


SIR - Please let me congratulate 
and thank our local cops for the 
sterling work they’ve been doing 
in reducing burglary by ‘sitting 
on’ known offenders. 

Very well done. 

Unfortunately I don’t have the 
same warm feelings about all 
aspects of our crime and punish¬ 
ment sector. 

In fact I do wonder if some of it 
has gone absolutely bonkers. 

First we hear of the burglar that 
police (not Bedfordshire) let off 
with a caution and now - in Luton 
- another burglar only gets fined 
a paltry £178 for burglary. 

I doubt very much if that got 
anywhere near covering the cost 
of the police time involved in 
apprehending him and bringing 
the case to court. 

I bet our bobbies pull out their 
hair in frustration when these 
daft ‘punishments’ are handed 
down. 

But far worse in my opinion was 
the stupidly inappropriate fine of

Thus sending out the clear mes¬ 
sage: ‘don’t buy insurance, pay 
the fine instead - and then only if 
you’re caught.’ 

Uninsured drivers are a major 
problem in our society and it’s 
high time they were cracked 
down on. 

Quite apart from the fact that 
all law-abiding drivers are having 


to pay higher premiums to effec¬ 
tively subsidise these criminals, 
which means they are stealing 
from all of us. 

What happens if a child is 
crippled for life by being run 
down by an uninsured driver? 

Where does the compensation 
come from to purchase wheel¬ 
chairs and possible life-time 
special care? 

An uninsured driver is a serious 
menace to society and should be 
treated as such. 

I would suggest that a first 
offence should mean a heavy fine

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Airport plan 
being dealt 
with ‘fairly’

LUTON Council has insisted 
it is dealing ‘impartially, 
fairly and transparently’ 
with an application to 
expand capacity at Luton 
Airport after a neighbouring 
authority said the plans 
should be looked at by the 
Planning Inspectorate. 

Harpenden Town Council 
says ‘it is in the clear interest 
of all stakeholders, including 
Luton Borough Council’ that 
the plans to increase passen¬ 
ger capacity to 18million 
people a year be looked at 
independently. 

But Luton Council says that 
its role as the planning 
authority is separate to its 
position as a shareholder of 
London Luton Airport Ltd 
(LLAL), the company which 
owns the airport. 

Earlier this month 
Harpenden councillors met 
to discuss a formal response 
to the application. 

A Luton council spokesman 
said: “The council, as local 
planning authority, has 
recently conducted a full 
statutory consultation after 
receiving a planning applica¬ 



tion from the operator of the 
airport, London Luton 
Airport Operations Ltd. The 
planning application is 
being dealt with impartially, 
fairly and transparently. 

“A decision to be made 
subsequently by the 
Development Control 
Committee will have regard 
to all material planning con¬ 
siderations. 

“That will include the 
responses of consultees, and 
be based on sound judge¬ 
ments that need to be 
supported by clear planning 
reasons and taken in accord¬ 
ance with the relevant 
policies in the development 
plan.” 

He added that it was 
‘Government policy for deci¬ 
sions on planning applica¬ 
tions to be made locally 
wherever possible’.

spender’. 

Most of the Cabinet form a group 
to croon: ‘Who wants to be a mil¬ 
lionaire? We are’. Ed Miliband has 
a soft spot for the Beatles and 
mumbles ‘Help’. What would you 
like your MP to sing? 

O NCE again the oppo¬ 
nents against Luton 
Airport expansion are 
stretching the truth. 
They are complaining that they 
will not be able to sleep at night 
because of the aircraft noise. 
Their livestock makes more 
noise than aircraft these days. 
And if that is their objection, 
why do they not campaign for no 
night flights? 

This seems an extreme case of 
Nimbyism, where, as one Luton 
councillor once told me, every¬ 
one wants a bus service but 
no-one wants a bus stop outside 
their house.

Last week Luton on Sunday 
reported that the authority had 
appointed seven providers to 
deliver home care from April 1 
this year. 

There were ten agencies who 
were unsuccessful or chose not 
to bid for the new contract. 


An owner of one of the ten 
agencies said she had received 
reports of her clients being pres¬ 
sured to leave her agency. 

The woman, who did not want 
to be named, said: “My carers 
have been telling me that some 
of our clients are being pres¬ 
sured into leaving my agency. 

“I do not mind not winning the 
new contract, that’s fair enough, 
but they should not be trying to 
convince my clients to join their 
new providers. I am not happy.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“Social workers are explaining 


the impact of the changes in a 
completely neutral way, encour¬ 
aging clients to choose for them¬ 
selves which provider delivers 
their home carer. The emphasis 
of the approach is about clients 
exercising personal choice and 
control of their care, with the 
council having no vested inter¬ 
est with regards to the choices 
customers make. 

“If there are any specific com¬ 
plaints we would kindly request 
that these are shared with us so 
that we can investigate accord¬ 
ingly.”

A MYSTERY bidder has tabled a 
late application for a casino in 
the town centre. 

The application was received 
by Luton council on February 27, 
more than three months after its 
closing date for small casino 
licence requests on November 9 
last year. 

Councillors will now meet on 
Wednesday to decide whether or 
not to accept and consider the 
bid. 

The authority was awarded a 


small casino licence in 2008 and 
last year it received four 
applications from Grosvenor 
Casino, Manorgate Casino, 
Saxon Investments UK Ltd and 
Genting Casino. 

But Genting Casino withdrew 
its application soon after and the 
council is now considering the 
other submissions. 

Under the Gambling Act 2005 
the council is not required to 
consider late submissions but 
can do so at its own discretion. 

However, two of the three 
remaining applicants have sent 
the authority a letter urging 


them to reject the new bid. 

A council spokesman said: “We 
will not be releasing information 
on the applicant nor the 
proposed location as the detail 
of the application is not up for 
consideration. 

“The matter in hand is purely 
one of the principle of whether 
or not the council would accept 
this application as it is after the 
closing date. 

“If the application is accepted 
then the details of the actual 
proposal will be available pub¬ 
licly through the normal licens¬ 
ing process.”

Lecturer ‘saddened’ 
by Iraq war aftermath

THE aftermath of the Iraq War 
brought the nation to a ‘stand¬ 
still and taken the country back 
to the Middle Ages', a Luton- 
based academic has warned on 
the 10th anniversary of the war. 

Dr May Witwit, an Iraqi 
academic who fled the country 
and now resides in the town, has 
said the situation in her mother¬ 
land has worsened following 
what she describes as an 
‘invasion’ by America. 

A combined force of troops 
from the United States, the 
United Kingdom and other allies 
invaded the country on March 
19, 2003 and deposed its leader 
Saddam Hussein. 

Dr Witwit, who studied for a 
doctorate in philosophy at the 
University of Bedfordshire after 
leaving Iraq, said she is 
‘saddened that things have yet to 
settle down’. She is now eager to 
raise awareness of the on-going 
civil issues that plague her 
country. 

Just this week 60 people died in 
Baghdad in a series of suicide 
bombings - an ongoing problem 
which has overwhelmed the 
country since the toppling of 
Saddam. 

The country is also in political 


crisis, with Prime Minister Nouri 
al-Maliki at loggerheads with the 
Kurds, who have their own 
autonomous region in the north. 

Sunni areas in the west of the 
country have also been rising up 
against the PM, who’s from the 
majority Shia community. 

Dr Witwit said: “We were a 
country, now we are not. 

“The country, before the war 
under Hussein was functioning, 
there were vital services running 
okay and there wasn’t much cor¬ 
ruption. But now it’s been 


brought to a standstill. Everyone 
knows what Saddam was like, 
however at least back then you 
knew when to speak and when 
not to speak, as long as you didn’t 
interfere in politics you were 
generally safe. 

“Today there are just so many 
extreme views out there and you 
fear from them all. 

“People are not sure how to act 
and it’s impossible to please each 
as their views widen so far. 

“You are simply not safe to 
discuss anything with them.”

Another key part of the 
position is promoting 
the voluntary sector and 
encouraging voluntary 
organisations within 
the county. 

Additionally it is their 
duty to ensure the wel¬ 
fare of visiting High 
Court Judges and sup¬ 
port the Lord-Lieutenant 
on royal visits. 

In the past they would 
be responsible to the 
king for the mainte¬ 
nance of law and order 
within the county, and 
for the collection and 
return of taxes due to 
the crown. 

There are currently 55 
High Sheriffs serving 
the counties of England 
and Wales each year 
while the role is an inde¬ 
pendent non-political 
appointment for a single 
year.

IT’S so hard to bring something 
new to the animated movie party 
- but Dreamworks just about do 
that with its latest outing. 

The Croods might ultimately lack 
the ingenuity that the likes of Pixar 
bring to the genre - but this 
wonderfully colourful adventure 
ticks most of the family cinema 
boxes. 

It stars the world’s first prehistor¬ 
ic family, mainly centred around 
two Hollywood stars who seem to 
be in everything at the moment - 
Nicolas Cage as father and family 
protector Grug, and Spider-man’s 
Emma Stone as rebellious teen Eep. 

And when the cave they spend 
most of their lives dwelling in gets 
crushed, the knuckle-dragging 
family - which includes wife Ugga 
(Catherine Keener), son Thunk 
(Clark Duke) and Gran (Cloris 
Leachman) - gets thrust out into a 
dangerously fantastical new world, 
changing their lives forever. 

They then encounter an imagina¬ 
tive fire-making nomad called Guy 
(Ryan Reynolds) - complete with 
his comedy monkey belt (the film’s 
major comic relief) - and the 
majority of the family want to 
follow his positive outlook, much to 
the chagrin of Grug, who simply 
wants to seek solace in another 
dingy cave. 

It’s actually when The Croods 
move out of the darkness of their 
restricted homestead, that the 
movie comes to life. 


The first half an hour is a bit of a 
tedious bore, but when the charac¬ 
ters start to spread their proverbial 
wings in this spectacular new 
world, it starts to have fun - if still 
in a fairly generic way. 

But despite the paint-by-numbers 


script - and a seen-it-all-before 
ending - The Croods succeeds with 
its likeable cast led by Cage, Stone 
and Duke.

form-follows-function principle - to the 
extent they could end up looking, well, 
a bit dull to say the least. 

Earlier generations of Scenic were in danger of falling 
into that trap but, over the years, it's become a suaver- 
looking thing and the most recent changes put style 
firmly on the agenda. You could argue that being 
attractive never hurts. 

MPVs maybe taller and bulkier than their hatchback 
siblings, but that doesn't mean they shouldn't be good 
to drive.

The electric power steering has also been 
tweaked to be more accurate and responsive.

Still: How 
long would 
Fergie have 
lasted now?

LUTON Town manager John Still says Sir 
Alex Ferguson would not be at 
Manchester United had the Scot been 
appointed in modern-day football. 

More than 100 managers and coaches 
across England’s top four leagues have 
lost their jobs just this season and, had 
Ferguson’s indifferent start as a manager 
in the late eighties come in the current 
climate, the 71-year-old could have been 
out of a job, according to Still. 

“If it was now, I’m not sure where Alex 
Ferguson would be managing,” he said. 
“He wouldn’t be at Manchester United 
and would his career have taken off 
somewhere? I don’t know. 

“I think it’s ludicrous. You get very little 
chance, very little opportunity and for 
some of the younger managers their first 
chance is their only chance.” 

Former Stockport County boss Darije 
Kalezic was sacked immediately after 
their loss to Luton on Tuesday, just 12 
games into his reign. 

“I don’t think it’s fair, I don’t think it’s 
just, I don’t think it’s right,” Still said. “It’s 
sad. Short-term success is false economy. 

“I think that if a club contracts a man¬ 
ager for a given amount of time, they 
should not be allowed to change it.” 

Prior to his appointment at Luton 
almost a month ago, Still was the Football 
League’s longest serving boss, driving 
his beloved Dagenham & Redbridge from 
non-league football into the third tier of 
the English game over a nine-year spell. 

And in accordance with this cam¬ 
paign’s spate of sackings, Still admits it 
was tough to leave the security his 
Dagenham post asserted him. 

“I found it very difficult to leave nine 
years behind me,” he said. “Some people 
said to me ‘y° u should have done ten 
years’ but my project was done. 

“I’m very fortunate that I worked for a 
club that, from when I went in and told 
them that this was a project three years 
in the making, they stayed with it. 

“Most managers will never get that 
opportunity. What we did at Dagenham 
was incredible. 

“What we created, I want to do it again.”

I know players I’m going 
to ditch warns boss Still

LUTON manager John Still has 
provided managing director 
Gary Sweet with the list of 
players who are surplus to 
requirements. 

Still has been assessing the 
squad he inherited since taking 
charge in late February and has 
separated the majority of his 
players into two piles. 

“Players are going to go even¬ 
tually,” said Still. “I’m in the 
process now of talking to the 
players. 

“I will be having a meeting 
with Gary Sweet and will be 
telling him some players that I 
have already decided on.” 

Still also says his fourth sign¬ 
ing is in his own hands but he 
may postpone any decision. 

“I know what the player I can 
bring in can do,” said Still. “I’m 
still waiting to see what others 
can do. If he comes in he won’t 
be ready to play for a week or 
two. 


“It’s still in its infancy. It’s in 
my hands; if I do it now or leave 
it until the end of the season 
[but] I’m sure it will happen 
soon.” 

Luton’s current crop of play¬ 
ers, however, have been kept in 
the dark about any changes 
taking place on and off the 
pitch. 

“I’ve not spoken to him about 
anything like that,” said in¬ 
form midfielder Dave Martin. 
“We wouldn’t discuss that with 
the players. It’s for the staff to 
sort out and not for us. 

“I’ve just got to keep playing 
well. I just want to be at Luton 
Town, enjoying my football and 
helping the team out. I want to 
make my mark.” 

Having disposed of coaches 
Carl Emberson and Stuart Cash 
earlier this week to make room 
for new assistant manager Terry 
Harris, a further change to the 
backroom staff is in the pipe¬ 
line. A fitness coach is the likeli¬ 
hood. 

“Terry [Harris] has worked 
with me for nine years,” said 
Still. “I have brought my entire 
scouting system with me. 


Unfortunately, it meant two 
people leaving the club. 

“There is going to be another 
change soon on the staff side 
which we haven’t had here 
before. It will be another major 
thing in the development of 
players. 

“We’re changing lots of things 
here.” 

The Hatters played out a frus¬ 
trating 0-0drawwithTamworth 
in the Blue Square Premier yes¬ 
terday, after volunteers helped 
groundsmen clear snow from 
the Kenilworth Road pitch. 

Still believes his side are con¬ 
tinuing to show good signs but 
need to be more clinical in the 
final third to turn points into 
prizes. 

“Again it was just our shooting 
that let us down and that obvi¬ 
ously needs a bit of a touch-up 
but overall we worked hard so I 
am pleased,” he said. 

“We have not won today but 
the fans did not boo. They 
clapped the players off and that 
is because of the effort we 
showed in tricky conditions.”
